FUTENTE CORDIALE 
BETWEEN ANCES 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Pleads for 
Racial Unity to Meet 
VYommon Danger, 


WAR FOR HUMANITY 
CAUSE OF LIBERALISM 


Nationalists Claim Canada Should 
Do What They Blame Eng- 
land for in 1870, 


Montreal, Deco. 16.—Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, in his eddress at the iMonu- 
ment National here, last evening, de- 
clared that the entente cordiale be- 
tween Great Britain and France, the 
mother countries of the two principal 
races In (Canada, did not seem to exist 
In Canada to the saine extent, 

Sir Wilfrid quoted from a letter by 
Oliver |Asselin to the (Minister of 
Militia, in which the Nationalist offer- 
ed to raise a French-Canadian regi- 
ment, 

“Asselin says,” Sir Wilfrid continu- 
ed, “that to fight with the allies is to 
fight for civilization, and there are 
not two ideas about this in the civil- 
ized world. (He says that he does 
not depart from his ideas. I know 
Mr, Asselin’s {deas, I have learned 
them, but I have no reproach to 
make. We are in a free country, 
but ‘when ho comes back from the 
war, covered with glory, «ave will 
again hear those ideas, 

“To claim that & Is the duty of 
each man to fight is to claim it is the 
collective duty of a nation to fight, 
and it is because of that fact that Mr. 
Asselin ig enabled to carry out the 
noble aspirations which animate him. 

“Now,” the veteran Liberal leader 
went on, “I have talked of the war 
trom a \point of view of humanity, 
and what js the effect on (Canada?
